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McCann  Girls  Glad  to  Pay  the  Price  for 

Soccer  Survival 

When  you  told  about  the  girls'1  soccer  program  at  McCann 
Tech  the  key  word  is  survival.  In  fact,  were  it  not  for  the  efforts 
of  the  team's  three  seniors  the  sport  might  already  have  been 
terminated. 

McCann  players  Jen  Bounds,  Shannon  Leavens  and  Alyse 
Marks  lobbied,  at  a  school  committee  meeting  just  prior  to  the 
start  of  the  regular  schedule,  to  keep  the  varsity  team  Intact.  On 
the  agenda  that  night  was  a  proposition  to  suspend  varsity  play 
for  one  year  and  reduce  the  squad  to  a  Junior  varisty  play  or 
club  team. 

The  McCann  varsity  team  won  a  stay  of  execution.  And  that 
may  have  been  the  high  point  of  the  season..  To  date,  McCann  is 
wintess  in  seven  outings  and  has  scored  just  four  goats  while 
surrendering  83. 

Was  it  alt  worth  it? 

"It's  going  as  welt  as  can  be  for  any  team  that's  down  to  about 
1 2  players,"  said  Leavens,  who  with  Bounds  has  been  a  member  of 
the  McCann  program  since  their  freshman  year.  "And  don't 
forget,  we  preacticed  for  about  three  weeks  over  summer  to  get 
ready  to  play.  Some  of  us  quit  our  jobs:' 

Not  many,  especially  the  underclassmen,  have  quit  the  team.  "I 
think  the  younger  players  are  staying  together  for  the  three  of 
us",  Marks  said. 

The  depleted  McCann  team  can  ill  afford  to  lose  any  of  its 
players  due  to  injury  or  otherwise.  "Players  on  other  teams  have 
a  hard  time  understanding  how  we  play  the  game  without 
substitutes,"  Bounds  said. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  why  the  McCann  administration 
wanted  to  suspend  the  varsity  team  in  the  first  place. 

"Fatigue  can  lead  to  injuries,"  said  McCann  athletic  director 
Gary  Rivers,  who  believes  the  emotional  plea  by  the  players 
probably  swung  the  shcool  committe  vote  over  to  the  players. 

McCann  coach  Tina  Duval  has  nothing  but  high  praise  for  her 
trio  of  senior  players. 

"If  it  hadn't  been  for  them  there  wouldn't  be  a  program,"  said 
Duval.  "First  they  went  and  got  parental  support  at  home  and 
then  went  out  and  helped  save  the  program.  They're  very 
dedicated  players  and  have  done  a  good  job  keeping  morale  up". 

The  level  of  play  seems  to  be  improving.  The  tosses  are  still 
coming  but  the  scores  are  more  respectable.  Most  recent  was  a 
3-1  loss  to  Drury  in  which  McCann  scored  in  the  first  half  to 
take  its  first  lead  of  the  season. 

Moments  like  that,  however,  are  simply  silver  lining  in  a  very 
dark  cloud.  The  girls'  enrollment  at  McCann  is  dropping  and 
probably  taking  with  it  the  hopes  of  another  varsity  campaign.
